The illustration was given by the inventor, Buford L. Green, former | 
printer and machinist, in a special room of the Charlotte Observer Bulld- 
ing where, for more than two years, he has worked in closest secrecy to 
develop the device. The device is called a semagraph. 

Green placed a sheet of y from a specially constructed typewriter 
en the carriage of his mecha » which replaces the standard notype — 
keyboard. | 

A tiny beam of light was focused on the copy at the left end of the 
first line. The switch was thrown, and the carriage began to shuttle the 

copy to the left until the beam of light had covered the entire line. 

Simultaneously, the matrices began to drop from the linetype magasine, 
and the shug of type was cast in the convential manner. 

The movement of the paper W nn uniformly, line by line, 
One slug of seven point type wed another with cogulortiy.

In every letter defining the basis ot | 
our discustions I have made this point | 
clear.

“I — — — Go swear to bear true 
faith and allegiance to the constitu- 
tion of Ireland and the treaty of as- 
sociation of Ireland with the British, 
Commonwealth of Nations and to re- 
cognize the King of Great Britain as 
head of the associated states.” 

That draft formed the basis of the

Whether 
Great Britain could do without Ireland 
or not, it is certain that Ireland could 
not do without Britain. 

That balance between separation 
and union which Gratton demanded 
for Ireiand is an object to which i 
have devoted a very great deal of time 
and some of the most strenuous, ex- 
hausting efforts of my political career. 
It was with profound thankfulness 
that.1 was able before I left office to 
look back on the completion of the 
Irish Treaty of which I was privileged 
to be the principal negotiator on the 
British side. 

That treaty was welcomed and ac- 
claimed in every country in the world, 
not least in the United States of 
America, as bringing to a happy and 
satisfactory conclusion a centuries-old 
distress. It has so far worked wel] 
and harmoniously. 

Great Britain has powerful means 
for defending her own interests where 
Treland is concerned, but the one de- 
sire of all people on this side of the 
Irish Sea is that no folly of Irish 
statesmanship shall succeed in im- 
pairing the happy relations and good 
understandings which in the Jast ten 
years have grown up between us.

AFTER MAY 1ST—WHAT? 

Since the Dominion Government has 
taken power to deal with unemployment 
and farm relief as it pleases until May Ist, 
and has suggested nothing in the way of 
plans to deal with these questions after 
that date, the unwelcome inference is that 
the Ministers have not yet decided what 
to do to meet the situation that will exist 
when May ist arrives. 

A conference of provincial and federal 
representatives has been called for April 
9th, when it is supposed this question will 
come up for consideration. The conferring 
should have been done earlier, and plans 
got ready to be set in motion when the 
present temporising measures come to an 
end, which they are apparently expected 
to do thirty days hence. 

If Ottawa has any hopeful notion that 
the unemployment problem will solve it- 
self on that magic date, the record of last 
year should dispel the delusion. The con- 
ference, it is to be hoped, will make the 
Ministers aware that the difficulty is a 
continuing one, one that will have to be 
dealt with constructively, and in dealing 
with which the Dominion will have to take 
the initiative and bear the heavy end of 
the expense. 

MISDIRECTED MERCY 

The Attorney General of British Col- 
umbia has voiced a vigorous protest 
against the practice of letting convicted 
criminals out of jail before their terms 
have expired. And he submits convincing 
evidence to back up his protest. Of five 
men who were released from prison ahead 
of time, after being convicted for robbing 
a bank in Nanaimo some years ago, one 
has since been hanged for murder, two are 
now in the hands of the police in the 
United States, and a fourth, Bagley, is 
now a fugitive from justice afer having 
robbed a hotel, broke jail, and shot a 
policeman near Vancouver. 

There is plenty of proof in similar 
records, which could be unearthed in Al- 
berta and other provinces, that the prac- 
tice of letting criminals off more easily 
than the courts think they deserve is a 
dangerous one. The law is made to protect 
law-abiding people, and judges hand out 
Sentences with that responsibility in mind. 
When a convict is released ahead of time 
the authorities thereby undertake to set 
aside the judgment of the court which in- 
vestigated both the offence and the record 
and character of the offender. 

Mercy is a virtue, but not when it is 
shown at the expense of innocent parties; 
as is frequently the case when a criminal! 
is turned loose before his term has lapsed. 
When a judge sends 2 man to jail he 
should stay there until his time is up; 
barring occasional circumstances which 
may fully justify the extension of execu- 
tive clemency. And such circumstances 
rarely arise. 


One thing the broadcast committee of 
parliament might investigate is why noth- 
ing has been done as yet toward carrying 
out the recommendations of the Aird com- 
mission. 

That commission made a thorough in- 
vestigation of broadcasting in Canada, in 
the United States and across the ocean, 
at very considerable cost to the taxpayers. 
It brought in a report that was exhaustive 
and complete. It outlined a plan for es- 
tablishing a string of Government-owned 
broadcasting stations across Canada, to 
be operated something as the corporation 
operates the stations in Great Britain, 

ich is generally admitted to give listen- 
ers better value for their money than is 
given to those of any other country. 

If objections have been made to that 
plan they certainly did not come from the 
owners of receiving sets, who have made 
the heaviest investment in the radio busi- 
ness in Canada and therefore ought to get 
first consideration. On the contrary, the 
listeners have banded themselves together 
in an organization to urge that the scheme 


be set going. 

Why, instead of carrying out that plan, 
has a committee of parliament been set up 
to over the ground again, in the hur-

SAVINGS SYSTEM MAY END 

Premier Brownlee on Tuesday informed 
the legislature that if and when the Gov- 
ernment abandons the present savings 
system, those holding the “demand” certi- 
ficates will have the opportunity of ex- 
changing these for others to run for one, 
two or three years, That is to say, the 
demand certificates will be transiated into 
term certificates,’ if the owners wish. 
Otherwise the demand certificates will be 
retired and the money paid back to the 
buyers. 

The inference, of course, is that Alber- 
ta is likely, or liable, to follow the course 
of Manitoba, and close out the savings de- 
partment. The new term certificates 
would in everything but name be short 
term bonds, and what are now deposits 
with the Government would become defi- 
nite ‘loans, collectable only at the expiry 
of the period stated. 

The demand certificates have proven 
attractive, here as in Manitoba, to a very 
large number of people, and some millions 
of dollars have been invested in them. 
Since the interest rate was low, the attrac- 
tive feature evidently was the fact that 
they could be cashed at any time the hold- 
ers wanted their money. That the new 
term certificates will be equally popular 
can hardly be supposed, unless the inter- 
est rate is raised. 

There has been no suggestion that this 
method of borrowing was not satisfactory 
to the Government. It obtained cansider- 
able amounts of money at low rates, at 
the risk of having to borrow from the 
banks temporarily should there come a 
rush of certificates to be cashed at a time 
when the treasury was low in funds. The 
hint that the system may have to be 
closed out carries a suggestion that the 
province can no longer get this accommo- 
dation from the banks at a rate that would 
make the scheme workable.

Approval of the exportation of gas 
from this province ts sought in a 
resolution placed on the legislative 
order paper by J. Russell Love, U. 
F. A., Wainwright, and was urged by 
HH. Ht. Parice, K.C., of this city, in 
appcaring before the agricultural 
ecommittce of the house on Friday. 
In his resolution, Mr. Love specifies 

that such sale to pointe outside the 
province would be from gas fiekis not 
reserved or necessary for use within 
\the province and that the executive 
council or any member thereof, duly 
empowered, upon being satisfied tha 
such gas field is not so required or 
necessary, May grant permission for 
Bale. 

Mr. Parlee ‘n his representations 
sought permission specifically to cx- 
port gas from the Wainwright field to 
supply Saskatoon. 

He further drew the attention of the 
committee to the fact that until per- 
mission of the legislature had been 
obtained, fo rexport, lis clients could 
not enter negotiations with either the 
available market or financial interests.

It was stated by Mr. Parlee that 
there had been obtained the finest ex- 
pert gpinion on this continent regard- 
ing tMe extent of the field ard the ad- 
vice was that there was an almost in- 
exhaustible supply available for Sas- 
katoon, Eis clients did not propose 
to encroach upon the Kinsella field.
